OF DRY EYES 

While there are a number of to determine any contributing

If the purchaser(s) fails to comply with the terms of the sale then, in such event, the 
Master Commissioner shall immediately resell the property upon the same terms and 
conditions as set forth herein, excepting only any necessary changes in the time and date of 
sale.

SHERIFF’S OFFICE FIRST 
TERM OVERVIEW 


A little over three years ago the citizens of Bracken County elected me as their next Sheriff 
It has been an honor and privilege to serve the citizens over the past three plus years. Things have 
changed drastically in the Sheriff’s Office over this period. 

The following is an overview of the changes that have taken place in the Sheriff’s Office in my 
first term in office. 

The first items that were taken care of were the property and evidence issue and weapons 
that the deputies carried. A property and evidence room had to be constructed using part of the 
Breathalyzer room. This was done so that the chain of custody for evidence was secure. This is one 


of the biggest areas in law enforcement agencies that get officers in trouble and high liability issues. The officers were also carrying 
their own handguns with different calibers which is not good law enforcement practice. A grant was secured that bought new handguns 
for all officers and also upgraded the bulletproof vests that were being worn by deputies. 

A new set of policy and procedures were implemented in the agency. These policies give the officers guidance in how situations 
are to be handled and what is expected of them in the operation of their duties. The policies were drafted based on state and national 
accreditation standards which are the professional accepted practices for law enforcement agencies. 

A new detective position was developed and implemented with Bob Scott hired to fill this position in the Sheriff’s Office. This 
position is responsible for the investigation of the major crimes reported, covert drug investigations, and also court security. This 
position paid off big in the first year as we had several major cases involving burglary, thefts and drug related issues. Numerous 
arrests were made in these cases which helped put those that were committing crimes on notice that things had changed in the Sheriff’s 
Office. 

On the first day in office County Attorney Mike Clark walked into the office and laid 12 cases on our desk and asked us to 
investigate them. He had held the cases waiting for us to come into office. The cases were investigated and all but one of them resulted 
in arrest of the perpetrator. 

Coming into office I had no idea how bad the drug problem was in this County and the issues that we would have to deal with in 
addressing this problem. With Bob Scott on board as my Chief Deputy/Detective we hit the ground running in an attempt to address 
the drug problem. We were able to develop a couple of informants and begin making drug buys within the first few months in office. 
This 17 month investigation culminated with 23 indictments for drug trafficking in the County in May 2012. Drug investigations are 
on-going and will continue to be an issue that the Sheriff’s Office has to deal with. 

The agency also has enhanced reporting and the investigation of crimes by the deputies. 

Enhanced training of the Deputies in the area of crime scene investigations and interviewing to help with the investigation of 
crimes. The agency has also had deputies trained as instructors in the TASER and firearms so that we can train our personnel in house 
and not be dependent on other agencies for the training of deputies in this area. 

During this first term several grants were acquired to provide overtime and equipment for the Sheriff’s Office and Bracken County 
Dispatch Center. Equipment for officers included guns, vests, portable radios, in car radios, mobile data computers and ammunition. 
For the Dispatch Center a Computer Aided Dispatch Records Management System was purchased and installed. Prior to this program 
Dispatch only kept hand written records of calls for service and had no way of checking to see how many calls were at a given location 
or flagging locations as potential hazards for law enforcement or other emergency responders. With this new software they can provide 
emergency responders with a history of calls to a particular address. 

The Sheriff’s Office has also received equipment through the Military Surplus Program (LESO) and also a donated police cruiser. 
The Sheriff’s Office has received two Humvees, a trailer, and a generator that can be used during natural disasters or during inclement 
weather. The vehicles can also be used when marijuana plants are identified to get into the fields to eradicate these plants. 

During the summer of 2013 Bob and I put together a new program for teaching our kids about drug and crime awareness in the 
Schools. This program is SALUTE (Students and LawEnforcement United Through Education). This program replaces the DARE 
program that had been taught in the schools for over 20 years here. This new program gave us the freedom to training that we could not 
do with the DARE program. We added Bullying and Cyber Crime training and greatly enhanced the training covering drugs. 

With the Salute program we will be reaching kids in the 5^^, and - 12^^ grades. The and 8^^ grade sessions are 

four weeks, the 5^^ grade session is ten weeks and the grade session is one week. All of these weekly sessions are one hour long. 

This program is taught in the Bracken County and Augusta School Systems. 

The Sheriff’s Office has also implemented numerous crime prevention programs during this first term to include: vacation checks; 
business checks; citizen complaint program; directed patrol program; neighborhood watch; Shout Out Boxes in Bracken County and 
Augusta School Systems; DEA Drug Take Back Program; Drug Drop Box at Sheriff’s Office; Kid’s Sheriff’s Ranch Camp; Shop 
with Sheriff Program; SALUTE; Town Hall Meetings; Press/Informational Advisories; and four Citizens Police Academies with 50 
graduates. 

This is not an all-inclusive list and although much has been accomplished there is still a lot that needs to be completed to make this 
an even safer county. I promise I will do everything I can to continue to address the issues facing Bracken County and to make this a 
Safe County to Live, Work and Play. 

With this said, please help Sheriff Howard W. Niemeier CONTINUE to make this a SAFER county for our kids, grandkids, family 
and friends.

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



When the General As¬ 
sembly left the Capitol late 
last month for its traditional 
veto recess - the roughly 
two-week period a gover¬ 
nor has to approve or reject 
legislation - it was already 
becoming clear that the regu¬ 
lar session’s final two days 
would be busy. 

That certainly proved to 
be the case early last week, 
when the House and Senate 
worked late to find common 
ground of several high-pro¬ 
file issues. 

The biggest of those was 
the state’s highway plan, a 
two-year document that to¬ 
tals more than $5 billion 
when counting the unspent 
money from this fiscal year. 

Statewide, some of the 
high-profile road projects in¬ 
clude widening and extend¬ 
ing the Mountain Parkway; 
further six-laning 1-65, an 
ongoing project that will be 
complete by the end of the 
decade; and building new 
bridges near Land Between 
the Lakes and in Louisville. 

In addition to the road 
plan, the House and Senate 
also voted for a bill that will 
improve our juvenile-justice 
system. This addresses the 
fact that a sizeable number of 
juveniles are being detained, 
often for months at a time, 
for what are called “status 
offenses,” which are such 
relatively minor violations 
as truancy or running away 
from home. 

There are more humane 
and cost-effective ways to 
deal with these problems, 
especially when consider¬ 
ing that it costs the state 
$100,000 a year to house a 
juvenile, or about five times 
the rate for an adult inmate. 

The legislation approved 
on Monday is a major step in

the right direction. It calls 
for more community-based 
treatment before detention is 
considered, and it is expect¬ 
ed to save the state about $24 
million over the next five 
years. 

Another criminal-justice 
measure approved earlier 
this week will make sure that 
rapists cannot claim parental 
rights if their victim becomes 
pregnant and gives birth to 
the child. While rare across 
the country, we want to make 
sure this situation never can 
occur here. 

Some of the other pro¬ 
posals to make it through the 
General Assembly before the 
legislative session ended on 
April 15th include: 

• Authorizing a coal- 
county scholarship program, 
with the funds coming from 
coal-severance dollars. Gov¬ 
ernor Beshear created this as 
a pilot program in 2012 to 
financially help college stu¬ 
dents in Eastern Kentucky 
finish their four-year degree 
close to home. This new 
law makes that program per¬ 
manent and extends it to all 
34 coal-producing counties. 
This year’s budget doubles 
the available funding, from 
about $1 million a year to $2 
million. 

• Increasing account¬ 
ability of our school-district 
finance officers. This will 
better ensure those hired 
have the proper credentials 
needed to oversee potentially 
millions of dollars in school 
funding; and 

• Extending tax incen¬ 
tives for AK Steel near Ash¬ 
land, to help with ongoing 
upgrades. 

For now, our work pass¬ 
ing laws is over, but later this 
spring, the legislature’s vari¬ 
ous committees will begin 
meeting again in what we 
call the interim. We use this 
time to monitor state govern¬ 
ment and to determine what 
future changes to the law 
may be necessary.

Non-official signs 
prohibited on state 
highway rights of way 

Transportation Cabinet 
issues reminder to 
residents, campaigners 

With election season un¬ 
der way across the Common¬ 
wealth, the Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet reminds 


candidates and their support¬ 
ers that campaign signs are 
not allowed on state highway 
rights of way. 

“Campaign signs should 
be displayed only on private¬ 
ly-owned property,” Trans¬ 
portation Secretary Mike 
Hancock said. “We want to 
support and encourage the 
democratic process, but not 
at the expense of our motor¬ 
ists’ safety.” 

In Kentucky, non-official 
signs of any type - for cam¬ 
paigns, yard sales or other 
advertising - are prohibited 
on state highway rights of 
way and cannot be placed on 
guardrails or road signs be¬ 
cause they can create a traffic 
hazard. Depending on size 
and construction, illegally 
placed signs are a distraction 
and vision blocker to drivers, 
especially at busy intersec¬ 
tions. 

Such signs also can 
disrupt or endanger right- 
of-way operations such as 
mowing, ditch cleaning and 
litter removal, and can pose a 
direct safety hazard to motor¬ 
ists who run off the roadway 
- particularly when installed 
with large wooden or metal 
stakes. 

As a safeguard, Ken¬ 
tucky Department of High¬ 
ways crews remove signs that 
directly hinder the traveling 
safety of the public and other 
illegal signing as scheduling 
allows. Owners of signs may 
retrieve them for a period of 
time after removal by visiting

Ray selected to Gatton Academy 
at Western Kentucky University 


Joshua Ray of Brooks- 
ville was selected for the Car¬ 
ol Martin Gatton Academy 
of Mathematics and Science 
in Kentucky for its Class of 
2016. 

The 110 selected students 
scored an average composite 
of 30.4 on the ACT and 30.1 
on the mathematics portion 
of the exam. The highest pos¬ 
sible score is a 36. 

The goal of the Gatton 
Academy is to enable Ken¬ 
tucky’s exceptional young 
scientists and mathematicians 
to learn in an environment that 
offers advanced educational 
opportunities, preparing them 
for leadership roles in Ken¬ 
tucky.

Compare award 
letters to find 
best college deal 

By now, most high 
school seniors should have 
completed the college appli¬ 
cation process and will begin 
receiving financial aid award 
letters. Seniors and their par¬ 
ents should compare those 
letters to find the one that 
offers the best financial aid 
package, the Kentucky High¬ 
er Education Assistance Au¬ 
thority (KHEAA) advises. 

The letter will usually 
show the total cost of atten¬ 
dance — what it costs to go 
to that school for one school 
year, including tuition, fees, 
room, meals, books, supplies, 
transportation and personal 
expenses. 

It may also show how 
much the student’s family is 
expected to pay toward those 
costs, the expected family 
contribution (EFC). The EFC 
is subtracted from the total 
cost of attendance to get a 
student’s financial need. The 
letter will then list various 
sources of financial aid of¬ 
fered to pay for the costs not 
covered by the EFC. Students 
can accept or reject any or all 
of those proposed sources. 

One consideration is how 
much of the aid being offered 
is in federal student loans, 
which will have to be paid 
back after a student finishes 
school. If the package in¬ 
cludes federal loans and isn’t 
enough to pay all expenses, 
students may be looking at a 
private education loan. Com¬ 
parison shopping is a must in 
that case. 

KHEAA is the state 
agency that administers 
Kentucky’s student financial 
aid programs, including the 
Kentucky Educational Excel¬ 
lence Scholarship (KEES).
